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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
LoNDO.v, M&y 14. — Corrcsijoudunco 
between Lord Granville, foreign secre- 
tary, and Ohallema Lacoura, French 
ambassador here, relative to a commer- 
cial treaty, is publi.shed. The letter in- 
forms Granville tbat lie thinks unne- 
ceaaary exuiLeiiieut prevails in England 
in regard to changes in the French _tar- 
ift'. France intends to abolish the ad- 
valorem duties, and desires and intends 
to replace them by a direct equivalent 
amount in specific duties. Crrnnvillo 
replies that it will aflbrd much .-satiBfac- 
tion to England to learn that Franco 
docs not contemplate departure from 
statu quo. 

■^It^s asserted 'that theporte, covertly 
assisted by Austria and Germany, in- 
tends to prevent a peaceful settlement. 
It is stated further that England's iso- 
lation encourages tho throe emperors to 
settle the Balkan question as they 
choose. , 

Some, circumstances connected with 
Salisbury's election to tho leadership of 
the tory peers are not genenilly known. 
It is noted thnt Cairns took care to 
mention at Monday's meeting that the 
peers were only choosing their own 
leader in the upper house. The mean- 
ing of this remark is that .a majority of 
the tory party are anxious to secure 
the next premiership for St afford North- 
cote. 

Dreary delays on the land bill contin- 
ues. John Bright has regained tho 
good \yill of the Irish party by Ida splen- 
did Speech on Monday. Shaw's speech 
is calculated to disturb the decision of 
Irish meniljers wlio promised to follow 
Parnell on refraining from voting on 
the- second reading. Parnell's policy is 
fiercely denounced by Mitchell Henry, 
and strongly opposed in letters by 
Dwyer, Gray and Blannerhassett, all 
members of parliament. The most da- 
maging criticisms have been those of 
the archbishop of Cashel whose last re- 
joinder to Parnell will seriously afl'ect 
the latter's policy and probably reduce 
his supporters to a mere fraction. 
Though the Irish party are desperate 
they are not dissolved. JTo doubt they 
will form renewed combinations when 
the bill is in committee. Tho govern- 
ment has been making private overtures 
to the tories to declare urgency for tho 
land bill. This was of course refused. 
An eflbrt will be made to close the de- 
bate on Monday. 

The Bradlaugh affair is shelved for 
tho present It is regarded as doubt- 
ful whether the government seriously 
intends attempting to carry tho bill. 
The exclusion of BnuUiiugh from tliu 
house surprised that gentleman. JIo 
hoped for a great scene in order to give 
an impulse to bis lecturing tour in the 
proviii'ceB. ' ' 

Gladstone will probably accept a jieer- 
age and a scat in the house of lords af- 
ter tho passage of the land bill. The 
C'i(C/l-oo says that his title will bo Earl 
of Oxford, and other society j)apers say 
the Earl of Ha warden. 

"The premier's difficulties increase 
daily. The Transvaal affair has aspar- 
ently sunk deeply into the minds of the 
people, and the present attitude of the 
Boers is regarded as extremely menac- 
ing to British interests in South Afri- 
ca. The Bradlaugh business has also 
injured tho premier among what may 
be called religious people. Tho junior 
member for Northampton is not mere- 
ly an avowed unbeliever, but a blatant 
atheist and blasphemer, and in his per- 
ipatetic lectures he loses no opportuni- 
ty of jeering at matters which the Eng- 
lish hold in reverence. . 

Tho tory reaction seems to have set 
in in earnest. The conservatives have 
gained nine scats, counting eighteen 
votes, during the past year. 

Though everybod;' m glad to hoar of 
Sir Edward Thornton's promotion, 
doubts exists as to the expediency of 
reruoving so good a minister from 
Washington to transfer him to a field 
of -which he has no personal knowledge, 
and which is invariably disagreeable 
and perplexing for English diploraa- 
tisls. 

Irving and Booth have interchanged 
parts in Othello. Playgoers are decid- 
edly of the opinion that Booth excels 
in both parts, though the style of the 
two actors is entirely diQ'erent. 

St. P.KTEKSBuna, May 14. — It is re- 
ported that extraordinary close guard 
is kept around tlio emperor at Garchi- 
jia residence. He goes about freely in 
the grounds. 

A.l?irming statements by foreign jour- 
nals regarding tho health of the em- 
press are unfounded. 

Stories about armed Cossacks guard- 
ing ante-rooms in the palace at night 
are pure inventious. 

The czar's manifesto and' the resigna- 
tion .o£; liberal mimsters came like a 
thunderclap. 



St. PETEnauuiio, IMay 11. — Jews of 
Karkahoff and St. Pctersl)urg fear at- 
tacks by the jjopulace. A aub.scription 
in aid of distressed Jew.s in Southern 
Russia has been opened here. An im- 
perial decree has boon published which 
restores civil rights to persons exile;! 
on account of the last Polish insurrec- 
tion, provided their behaviour since 
then ha.s been satisfactory. 

St. PETKu'sHfiKi. May IT). — Railway 
workmen at Ekatorinoslat have pillag- 
ed the shops of several Jew.s. 

The local authorities of Orel have re- 
ceived revolutionary proclamations 
through the mails. 

Mr. Gladstone is very much worried 
about Ireland, and his intimate friends 
consider tho state of his hoaltli far from 
satisfactory. The ship of state is 
ploughing along under a full head of 
steam, the radicals firing up and run 
ning the engine, but the premier Cuds 
it difficult to control them. Five of 
them ostentatiously walked out of the 
house the other night before a vote was 
taken on hia motion for a national mon- 
ument to Lord Beaconsiield, namely, 
Sir Charles Dilke and Messrs. Bright, 
Chamberlain, Farwull and Leonard 
Courtney. It i.s unprecedented for a 
premier to be thus publicly deserted 
and snubbed by members of his minis- 
try. 

Tho public wore rather .surprised yes- 
terday to liud an appeal in the papers 
for subscriptions to the Carlylo memor- 
ial fund. It had been generally under- 
stood that the committee had undertak- 
en to raise the requisite funds private- 
ly, which was tho proper course. 
Among tile names of subscribers ak-e 
those of Charles Darwin and Minister 
Lowell, who are down for .£10 each, 
Huxley Tyndall .£50, and Brown- 
ing, Tenny?on and Lord Houghton each 
five pounds. The unfortunate publica- 
tion of the reminiscences has caused a 
great reaction against Carlyle, and it 
is a difficult job to drum up subscrip- 
tions. The Satiirdai/ lievieio condemns 
Mr. FVoude for hia course, and espec- 
ially for his recent letters in ariswer to 
!Mra. Alexander Carlyle, the gi-eat cyn- 
ic's niece. The Saturday Rcvlctn says 
that jVIr. Froudo has alreaily earned 
Shakespeare's curse, and perhaps a lit- 
tle of it has come upon him already in 
the remarkably sorry figure ho cuts in 
the present dispute. 

London, ]\[ay IG. — Tho captain of 
the steamer Somerset which arrived at 
Bristol to day from New York disap- 
peared during tho passage. It is .sup- 
posed that he fell overboard, 

P.^Ris, May 16. — A banquet was 
given to-day by Gen. and Mr.s. Noyes 
at tho Hotel des Reservoirs at Ver- 
sailles to the members of the monetary 
commission. It was a very elaborate 
affair and extremely enjoyalde. 

Rome, May 16. — A version of the 
Franco-Tunisian treaty, as published 
in Rome Friday last, was telegraphed 
here by Gen. Cialdini, Italian ambassa- 
dor to France. Relying on its ni(jile- 
rate terms Premier Cairoli roso'vod to 
remain in office. When, however, it 
was found Saturday that the contents 
of the treaty went even beyond what 
the pessimists predicted the irritation 
reached its climax and as debate in the 
chamber would havo resulted in a hos- 
tile vote, tho ministry resigned. 

Paiiis, May 16. — French exports 
during the first four months of the ])rc 
sent year show a decrease of 52,000,- 
000 francs compared with the corres- 
ponding period of last year and imports 
dccreasetl 2.^,000,000 francs. 

Cracow, j\Iay 10. — The l-usiness 
community here have been warned 
from Warsaw not to send Jewish trav- 
elers thither. Placards have been post- 
ed at all street corners inciting Chris- 
tians to attack Jews. Many refugee 
Jews havo crossed the frontier in con- 
sequence of an outbreak Saturday at 
Knminice. 

The Pall Mall Gawttc nays tlial Mc- 
CuUough's Othello, without being sus- 
tained by Stronger acting than that of 
his predecei-aor, displays at one or two 
points breadth of stylo such as is alto- 
gether unsurpassed, if indeed not un- 
equalled. 

J..ONi)ON, May 17. — Gladstone is in- 
disposed. He is confined to his bed, 
but his illness ia not considered serious. 

Fifty-four arrests under the coercion 
act to the 5th inst. and the agitation is 
not checked. 

Rome, May 17. — .-Vgitalion of the 
international association, mayor of Lon- 
don president, for suppression of 
gambling at Monte Carlo has received 
fresh impetus from the suicide of two 
young Italians, brothers, who losing all 
they had, threw them.selvc3 under a 
train at San Reamo, Italy. 

St. Peteksburg, May IC. — An en- 
sign found a mine of .37 pounds of gun- 
powder under a stono bridge at a steam- 
er landing in a street leading to Tzar- 
katztorate, a way station. 

Two naval lieutenants have been ar- 
retted at Oronstadt for abstracting dy- 
namite from the Imperial mining de- 
partment. 

Pauis, May 11. — Italy, upon being 
informed of the conclusion of the Tunis 
treaty, directed her representatives 
abroad to sound the governments as to 
the propriety of convening a conference 
to which Franca should be invited, to 
submit the treaty. Bismarck, upon 
receiving the suggestion, ordereil the 
German ambassador at Rome to declare 
most emphatically that Germany re- 
fused to participate in any such at- 
tempt and rejected all idea of a Euro- 
pean conference on Tunisian affairs. 



A chango is coming over the attitude j 
of England towarils h'rancc, caused \ 
chielly by her conduct in regard to i 
Tunis and her reactionary commercial 
policy. Italy attempts to bring the I 
Tunisian treaty before Europe, but 
Prince Bismarck'-s refusal, actuated by | 
a desire to see France entangle herself 
in ilillicidtios, defeats that project. ■ 
Fiigland's action is paralyzed because 
of Salisbury's secret a.ssurances to AVad- 
ilington, French premier at tho time of 
the C'yprus convention. Tho Tunis 
matter may lead also to ill feeling be- 
tween Franco and England in regard to 
Egypt. 

Tho News state that the British gov- 
ernment has decided to ex|)r(!S3 an opin- I 
ion on anuexatioii of Tunis in a dis- 
patch which will maintain tho ground 
hitherto taken by England that Tunis 
is part uf the Ottoman empire, but for 
the present nothing further is in- 
tended than to place this protest on re- 
cord. 

HoMi:, .May L"). King Uiimberl has 
nccepli^d tlu; resignations of the minis- 
try, and has asked Signer Sella, leader 
of the right, to reform the cabinet. Sig- 
ner Sella has consented to undertake 
the task. The tone of to day '.s news- 
jjajiers bear witness to tho profound 
impression which the Franco-Tunisian 
treaty has caused. .

He seized his pistol and tired. Be 
tween the vigorous call for help and 
tho use of pistols by Mr. Boardman 
and his native man, the burglars were 
driven oft', leaving marks of blood, siiow- 
ing that thoy had been wounded. 
They left behind thorn a sledge ham- 
mer, an ax, a steel pointed jimmy lUul a 
club. 

No new cases of small-po.\ are' re- 
ported at Kauai, and all...but one quar- 
antine place is released. Four native 

houses where small pox had existed 
have been burned. 

The latest from the lava flow is that 
it is ra))idly "petering out. " A party 
of gentlemen left Bilo for the flow Ap- 
ril 13th, and returned the same even- 
ing reporting that tho tire, was about 
dead.

Ten of Krupp's 18 centimetre 'guns, 
wi^.h their carriages, brought u,j to 
Shanghai by the China, have been ship 
ped for the north by the Pechili, , 

There wore printed at Sharighai in 
1880, 89, '466 volumes of Scriptures in 
six difl'erent languages or dialects. 

The Empress of the West, jirincipal 
of the two Dowagers-Regent of China, 
died about the 11th ultimo. As mother 
of the late emperor, Tung-Chi, she was 
the ruling spirit of the court of Peking. 
Serious intrigues will doubtless follow 
her demise. 

King Kalakaua has visited Tin Tsin 
and had an interview with Jji lluiVg 
Chang, and discussed the pro.spcct^i of 
Chinese immigration to the Sandwich 
Islands. In Shanghai hi.s majesty has 
been feted by society and the Masonic 
body of which he is a high dignitary. 
He has left Shanghai for Hongkong.

A mandarin gunboat, loaded with 
guns, was pirated while on her way to 
Wenchow a short time sinco.

Much of the live stock in tho Hoh- 
kaido district perished last winter from 
cold. 

Four disastrous fires are reported 
during April in Tokio. Abtout 800 
houses were destroyed, and several 
lives lost. A fire at Niigata, March 2d, 
destroyed 500 houses and many people. 
At Giotoku, the sparks from the chim- 
ney of a steamboat plying between To- 
kio and that placo set the Daitokuji 
Temple on tire April 3d. The fire con- 
sumed 300 housea The residents at- 
tempted to destroy the steamboat, but 
the district ofiicials interfered. 

A class of persons known as direct 
traders is springing up in Japan.. Their 
object is said to bo to supercede" the for- 
eign merchant. 

A proposal has been put forward by 
the Japanese Government inyitipg sub- 
scriptions for the Japan Railway Com- 
pany. The capital is to be 19,000,000 
yen, the estimated coHt of a series of 
■lines of rail measurliig in all about 
1,100 miles. (Tho yen is 88.B cojjls in 
■silver.)

Rominisoonces of Boaconsfield. 

When Earl Beaconsfield was Mr. 
Disraeli he was often hard up for cash. 
He was not an extravagant man in the 

way of gratifying his own personal 
whims and tastes ; on the contrary, his 
habits were simple, his wants few and 
his individual caprices seldom costly. 
But he was very free with his money— 
when ho had it— and he never refused 
anyone who asked him a favor. There 
is a well authenticated story of his giv- 
ing to an impecunious friend tho last 
sovereign in his pocket and then walk- 
ing home because he had not money 
enough to pay for a cab. 

It is said that hia wife, who was tho 
widow of liis fellow member for Wy- 
combe, Mr. Lewis, proposed to him, 
and not he to her. She had conceived 
a great admiration for him during tho 
life of her first hu.sband. After the 
death of iMr. Lewis she found herself 
tho mistress of a largo fortune, and 
without any incumbrance in the shape 
of children or poor relatives. She had 
tho foresight to see that a great career 
was open to Disraeli, but that he was 
hampered by debt and tho want of money. 
She proposed to lend him— practically 
to give him — a very large sum of mon- 
ey. Ho declined tho generous ofl'er, 
He could not, he said, accept such a fa- 
vor from a woman. "Not (n-i-n from 
your wife T' asked .Mrs, Lewis, placing 
her hand in his. She conquered, and 
111' was her ilevoted friend and lover 
ever after. 

But Mr. Disraeli was essentially an 
actor in private as well as in public 
life.and it has been hinted that ha oven 
acted his professed love for his wife, 
and really had no ronuuitic or sincere 
afl'eotinn fnr hor — regarding her only 
as a nephew might look upon a rich 
and afiectionato old aunt, who would 
givo him all the money he wanted .so 
long as ho was good and kind to hor. 
This was, most probably, baseless slan 
der. Mr. Disraeli was not a sensualist. 
He had a most vivid iuiagination, 
which enabled him to invest i;ny object 
with tho attributes and charms which 
ho desired it to possess. In this way 
1)0 made of his wife— who certainly 
was neither beautiful nor very highly 
iriftod with intollp.nt, — -a ji.'irngnn nf nv- 
crything that was charming and wor- 
sh'ipful, and ho occordingly thus wor- 
shiped her. 

One of tho unexplained mysteries in 
Mr. Disraeli's political life is that most 
curious declaration toj his constituents 
at Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire, con 
cerning the Queen. He said, ■ in his 
most emphatic and deliberate manner, 
that her Majesty had become ''physi- 
cally, moraliyand mentRlly incapacitat- 
ed from discharging her functions as a 
sovereign." Tho reporters for the Lon- 
don papers who were present, all of 
tlieni experienced stenographic report- 
rrs and accustomed to take down Mr. 
Disraeli's speeches in the House, were 
astounded as they recorded these extra- 
ordinary words— and could scarcely be- 
lieve that they had cui-ructiy understood 
his meaning. They consulted with each 
other at. the end of the speech and 
found they all agreed in thuir notes of 
this spntence. Still, fearing there 
iiiiglit bp fionio inistalu', and wishing to 
be positively certain, ttiey deputed oi.e 
of their number, Mr. Thompson Coop- 
er, of tho ri'mjif staff and editor of '-The 
Men of the Tune," to go to Mr. Dis- 
raeli and ask if they had correctly un- 
derstood hiiii. "Read your paragraph 
as you have it," said Mr. Disraeli to 
Mr. Cooper. He read it. "You are 
quite right," said Mr. Disraeli; "that 
ia exactly what 1 said and whot I 
meant to say." The excitejnent wiiich 
this strange phrase, when published in 
the Lon''on papers, created throughout 
the kingdom is still well remembered. 
Mr. Disraeli never retracted it,nor made 
any explanation of it. But it was this 
lady — who in Mr. Disraeli's opinion, 
was a physical, moral and mental 
wreck — whom he afterwards made Em- 
press of India, and from whose hands 
he received his titles of Earl, Viscount 
and Knight of the Garter. 

Nor did thi.s strange utterance at all 
militate against the cordial and afl'ec- 
tionate relations between the Queen 
and himself. She always was fond of 
him, and at times displayed her friend- 
.sliip for him in such a pronounced man- 
ner that tho story went abroad that 
.she intended to order him to marry 
hor. He was a wicked wit who said, 
in relation to this story, that "there 
were two Johns who stood in the way 
of tho proposed nuptials— John Bull 
and John Brown.'' 

Mr. Disraeli's relations with .Mr. 
Gladstone were curious. Bitterly as 
they opposed each other in public, each 
of them respected and admired tho oth- 
er. Occa.sionally, but not often, it fell 
out that they met each other in society 
— at a dinner or at some other social 
gathering. And then it was amusing 
to see the awkwardness and embarrass- 
ment of Gladstone and tho ease and 
self pos.session of Di.sraeli. Tho latter 
once said in private that he thought 
Gladstone would die either in a monas- 
tery as a Roman Catholic lay brother or 
in a mad house. Sonio tattler took the 
talo to Gladstone and it made him very 
angrv. But after Gladstone had writ- 
ten his anti- Vatican pamphlet Disraeli 
remarked that there was no longer any 
danger of the monastery ; as after the 
last general election, which resulted in 
Gladstone's victory, he said, with a 
sigh, "Perhaps it is I and not Gladstone 
who is to end his days in a madhouse."

An undefended action. 

Mr. A. E. B. LXavie asked th:tt judij- 
niLMit bo given in tho usual way as the do- 
foudant did not appear in court. This 
suit grew out of a cuntomplatud sale of 
property by phuntili' for defendant. Phiin- 
tiif sued defendant for §142 34, tho bal- 
ance 'duo him for' services as auctioneer. 
Tho sum of §52 75 had boon paid into 
court. 

Order granted accordingly. 

Ill'.YNOLnS' vs. BATCHELOR, ELI nAlUtl.SOK, 
SENIOR, AND DANIEL .MCPUADBN. 

Mr. R. E. Jackson for tho defendant 
Batoholor; Mr. Pooloy and Mr. T. Davie 
for plaintiff, and Mr. Hott for defendant 
MoPhddcn. 

Mr. Pooloy said thio was an applica- 
tion for a receiver in tho estate of plain- 
tiff. Tlie aflidavit of Mr. Reynolds was 
thenroad. Tlie following is a synopsis: 
It specified that Jlr. Royuolds \ja8 a 
butcher doing a largo business in Victoria 
and nt on^ time was worth ^0,000; that 
liis triio- namb is" Wm. " B/vtcholor, and 
that the dcfondivnt, Job Batoholor, is his 
iiophow. Reasons for clianging his name 
were then given. His nephew came to 
plaintiff without money and plaintiff sup- 
plied liini with money. Defendant spent 
money lavishly. Afterwards pliiintifl' bo- 
came sick in body and mentally weak, 
and gave up liis property on condition' 
that ho was to liavo a certain sum month- 
ly and his residence at James Bay. Con- 
sented to give up cverj'thing under tho 
impression that he was hopelessly insol- 
vent. Had only a confused notion of 
wliat happened and signed many papers. 
Did not know what he had signed. Had 
signed whatever he was asked. Wont to 
to St. Joseph's hospital, where ho was in- 
humanly treated, yetting hot and cold 
baths; tho hose had sometimes been turn- 
ed on him with full force. Was taken to 
North Dairy farm, whore he had not suf- 
ficient clothing and was ashamed to be 
seen in public. An account of tho cloth- 
ing ho owned when dispossessed was then 
liiven, also a large amount of jowolry and 
valualDle watches and numei'ous other 
things. Had often asked for clothing and 
iiecessarioB, but could got nothing. Ho 
had ; often seen defendant wearing his 
watches and jewelry. Clothing that was 
gived'hitn to put on was entirely unfit to 
wear. Did not get the necessaries of life. 
Tho defendant had threatened to shang- 
hao him to China. A friend had given 
him something for cigars which ho spent 
for undershirts. lie was now a resident 
at Mr. Bryant's house in Saanieh and 
was in good health .and able to attend to 
his own business. When he left the busi- 
ness there was at least .521,500 on tho 
books to his credit. 

The counsel for tho defence said he did 
not wish to cross-examine Mr. Reynolds, 
who was in court for tliat purpose, at this 
stage. 

Mr. Aikmau, Registrar-General, sworn 
—Deposed to a certain bill of sale which 
had been registered on tho 30th Novem- 
ber, 1878. The amount of lumk debts at 
that time was stated at §10,121.71. Debts 
on potty ledger, §2,459.01 and .SC17.99. 
Total, 819,199.11. LiabUities on 30th of 
November, 1868, $2,183.98, $325.99 and 
$4,486.74; bills payable, S10,305.25. To- 
tal, $17,311.70. Bill of sale also on bal- 
ance of stock on North Dairy farm and 
at two shops in Victoria. No.-ct bill of 
sale 2Iat April, 187'J, from F. Reynolds 
to Job Batchelor of the Iiousc and furni- 
ture on James Bay in consideration of the 
moneys paid and agreed to be paid Rey- 
nolds while he v/as in St. Joseph's llospi- 
t.al. Correctness of certificate lianded in 
of the estate and the incumbrances upon 
it was testified to by the witness. 

A discussion hero ensued as to tho ad- 
missibility of Mr. Aikman's evidence. 

The objection was overruled. 

The certificate was then read and put 
ill as evidence. This enumerated tho lots 
and property Ijolonging to tlie pluintill in 
this city and tho incumbrancoa thoroon. 
Charges on these amounted to some $18,- 
000. 

Christopher J. King, sworn — Know Mr. 
Reynolds; had worked for him; eoinmonc- 
ed on 7th May, 187C; worked till 11th of 
September, 1878; was tlicn discharged; 
about that time a change occurred; could 
not say who was placed in charge at that 
time; Mr. Reynolds discharged hilri; saw 
Mr. Reynolds about a week afterwiirds, 
and then did not see liim for a long time; 
when witness met him ho was staggering 
and almost fell down; lie was not under 
tho influence of liquor; he rc-covcred after 
n, whurt time; thought he cuuld yuL ;doii" 
all right and would not accept help; did 
not see him for a long time again; next 
saw him one Sunday in July, 1879, on 
North Dairy Farm; went to work for 
Batchelor after tlio business was resumed 
about the 2d of January. 1879, and work- 
ed quite a while; went to Reynolds' 
house two or three times at the request of 
Batchelor; saw Reynolds with Batchelor ; 
Reynolds was sitting on a chair and Batch- 
elor asked him to witness piipors signed 
by Roynlilds ; there was no conversation 
between Reynolds and Batchelor; nothing 
was said nor wero tho docunK!nt.s read 
over in his hearing ; Reyinld.-i did not 
take notice of any one ; witiiusseil some 
other' ^gprs at another time at tho .same 
plocej- no explanation was given on any 
of the^dbcumentsi nothing whatever pass- 
ed ; lie'w'as'sim j)ly askiad to witness'- Mr.- 
Rgjrpolds' handwriting; Reynolds did not 



notice witness; he did not seem to know 
what he was doing at all; all those inter- 
views occurred between January .and 
April, 1879; saw Roynnlds again in July 
or tho beginning of August at North 
Dairy Farm ; ho was lying down on a 
mattress in tho room; ho complained of 
his head and throat ; tried to enter into 
conversation with him, but ho was not 
inclined to say anything; he was vei-y 
dirty and much changed; quite different 
from what lie is now; ho asked for a dol- 
lar when witness left ; he wanted to got 
something to make hiiu sleep. 

Ci-o.ss-oxamiued by Mr. J.achs.ui- Did 
not know what the documents wero; would 
know his own handwTiting again; recog- 
nized his signature on a document hand- 
ed to him by Mr. Jackson at the sugges- 
tion of tho Court. 

The document was then read and i)Ut 
in as evidence by tho counsel for tho 
plaintiff. It was a transfer of all his busi- 
ness to Batchelor with the exception of his 
house and furniture for a considoration of 
32000 said to bo nwing Batchelor. 

Dr. J. C. Davie, .swurn— NYas tho medi- 
cal attendant of tho plaintiff previous to 
November, 1878; he was not in a soinul 
state of mind at (hat time; he was iusauo 
when ho went to C'lKuaaiiiua; he had 
made some complaints to witness; I'lUiiul 
ho was weak and disturbed .meatally in 
July, 1878, and advised him to remain in 
his own liouse; one afternoon he asked 
witness to go and see him in tlio evening; 
ho told witness about his money troubles; 
ho said he had boon robbed by his nephew 
Job Batchelor and that Batchelor was be- 
ing assisted in robbing liim by Mr. 
Holmes; he was thoroughly afraid of 
Batchelor; could not remember what was 
said about Batcholor's business transac- 
tions; thill was in July; after that ho bo- 
canio thoroughly insane; Mitchell and his 
wifo had him in charge in his liouso 
across Janie.-i Bay; witness was contiiuially 
giving instruction-s as to his treatment; ho 
should not see any one on business, par- 
tionhirly H-\tclKdor;w:is nfrairlof tlui etl'eet 
of any worry of any sort; finally advised 
him to go to Chemainus; saw him in St. 
Josepli's U()spii:ai some two m- tlu'uo 
months after his return ; he was tlieii n ui se 
than when last seen by witness; lie was 
not absolutely nisano on every topic, but 
was afraid of all persons of tho nanio of 
Batchelor, and of a number of imaginary 
persons; ho considorod the man sano at 
the present time. 

Cross examined by Mr. Jackson- Rey- 
noldsdid not accuse witness of performing 
any operation on him; did not recollect 
that he said ho had received any anony- 
in.iUR lottors; hn nr.lrod witness to rli-fond 
him against Batchelor; said ho was in bad 
circumstances and mucli ombanassi-d; ho 
connnenced having halluciniitinns at tiio 
time of his tirst visit; thought that .Mitch- 
11 treated him very well; knew that he 
had drui's in tho house and that he had 
been taking narcotics; at that time wit- 
ness thought Reynolds understood all ho 
talked about. 

John Gocidacro, sworn — S.tw the plain- 
tifT Reynolds frequently in 187'J; went to 
North Dairy Farm in tho winter of 1879 
and '80; in January or February, went 
out with a man named Metcalf; Reyuokls 
was wretchedly clad- only about half 
clad and ctceedingly filthy; ho said he had 
no other clothes; the clothes on him wero 
all he had; he said lie was sick and could 
not sleep or eat; was out at North Dairy 
Farm on another occasion with Metcalf; 
he was in a wretcliod state on both occas- 
ions; complained of having no more clothes 
than those he had on. 

Crosa-oxamined by Mr. Jackson — Talk- 
ed to Reynolds in 1879 about the Navy 
contract; ho seemed to be rational at that 
time; he was annoyed about that contract 
as he did not think ho would get it again; 
this was beforo Holmes took tlio manage- 
ment of Reynolds' business. 

A document was liero asked for by tho 
counsel for plaintiff. It was a valuation 
made by Mr. Botterell anil Deans of 
Reynolds' personal estate. 

Mr. Jackson declined producing it at 
present. It was, however, handed over 
in a few minutes. 

Matthew Botterell, sworn — Ilad been in 
partnership with lieynolds; ceased t.) be 
a partner some years ago; bought .stock 
for him up to 1877; knew his busiuL'ss 
pretty well in December, 1879; made a 
valuation of his personal estate with Goo. 
Deans in November, 1870; identitiod the 
valuation then made; did not remember 
the figures; there was a dispute about the 
lease of a farm ; tho signature was liis and 
tho other signature was that of George 
Deans; tho total valuation was ab-)ut 
$l30,37ij; did not know tho date of tho val- 
uation. This was dated Deo. 3lBt,187S, as 
was proved by tho request of Batchelor to 
Botterell and Deans. Witness saw Rey- 
nolds once or twice beforo ho wont to 
Chemainus ; liad heard that ho was in 
ditficulty andaskcd liini abnuthis business; 
olfored to take charge of his biisincsH as 
ho was so weak and tho business was 
good; tho business was better than cuuld 
bo expected; met him in charfo of Mit- 
chell; Reynolds did not speak but looked 
queer; he heard that lie was taking sleep- 
ing dralts; did not look as if ho could take 
care of his business ; saw him afterwards 
in St. Joseph's Hospital; found him on 
the fioor and he could not be got to go to 
bed; ho was quite crazy; was muttering 
about what good it would bo to send him 
to tho asylum at New Wcstmin.'itor; they 
were talking about sending him there; lie 
complained about the doctors making fun 
of him; his talk was very curinus; a.aw him 
at North Diary Farm after he came from 
Cheniainua; he was rational then; he cmn- 
plained of not having any tobacco; gave 
him some; he was moderately clean; ho 
did not talk much about properly then. 

Cross-examined by Mr. .Jackson. - Was 
in partnership with Reynolds tu 1809; did 
not quarrel with him at tliat time; did 
not see much ol' liim till '71; commenced 
to buy for him at that time; he had then 
been unsteady and had got uito trouble; 
had only known him to bo drinking about 
twice; ho had had little to do with horse 
racing since '71 ; thought he was embar- 
rassed but not BO much as ho imagined; 
ho was then sober — more scared than 
hurt; lent him .53,jOO on his note at that 
time and he paid liim back in about a 
year without any difhculty; Miles Tliomas 
was a faithful servant and was with him 
at that time; reliance might be placed on 
him; the business w.as not conducted pro- 
perly in tho ijliop; know ho made money; 
thought ho purchased house acros.s James 
Bay in 1872; he took the North Dairy 
farm in '76, just about the time witness 
left; did not know how much was l.-iid out 
on that farm; eould not see where the 
$20,000 went to that was said to liavo 
boon spent upon it; tho business could 
stand for more than was spent on the 
North Dairy farm and on the place across 
James Bay; never saw a bettor business; 
knew thfit there wiis some dissatisfaction 
about tho sale of the business to Batchelor 
and Holmes; saw him afterwards in '79 
and advised him to sell out tho business 
and take what there was; ho w.is much 
annoyed at Mdca being fiischargcd; after 
tiiis he sent for witness and said he was 
terrified tit people seeing him come over 
and ho Wished" to avoid being seen; 
witnes^.did; tllWlc. that Reynolds waq 
shamming insanity, but afterwards chang- 



ed his mind and thbught diU'eronily ; re- 
membered Reynolds' sheep being seized; 
did not k^ow'what money^Ava8,lost;'*jpn 
that tratisaction; Reynolds did invest in 

(piartx but did not lose much that wivy; 
he had a share in the steamer Pilot and 
witness told him he was foolish for buying 
it; liQ was "fast" but his business would 
afford it; never knew him to tell witness 
a lie when on business; he sometimes ex- 
aggerated. 

AFTERNOON STI'TING. 



N. ^Mitchell, sworn — Knew Mr. Rey- 
nolds; was eiiiployod Ijy him in July, 
1878, with Ilia wife to take care of house 
and furniture; for tho first three weeks 
his manner was quiut; he oamo homo at 
6 or G o'clock tu dumer; did not sco 
Batchelor for two or throe weeks; Rey- 
nolds began to get tnmblod after receiv- 
ing a letter; Batolielor came a day or two 
after; thought lie saw Reynolds; did not 
hear their conversation at that tune; it 
lasted about half an hour; Reynolds was 
then more trtuibled than beforo; did not 
play cards with wil.nessany more; in Aug- 
ii.'it Reynolds sjioko io him; he said his 
nephew had robbed him of over $10,000; 
V.wvw be wanted to take his business and 
piiipcrtv au.iy from hini ; aboutSeptomber 
liateliel'.a- said tiiat if Reynolds did not 
come to terms he (BacheUir) would get y 
Jew who had a chattel mortgage to turn 
him out of hou.se and home; after this 
Reynolds eould get no sleep and was 
much troubled; Dr. Davie was Im medi- 
cal advisor and w.as told how Reynolds 
was; that every time that Batchelor came 
he cuuld ii.it re.st: the doctor asked wit- 
ness not to allow Batchelor to come to the 
house; told his wife that ll itchelor was not 
to come to the house; in October Rey- 
nolds was ton times w<u'sc, and acted very 
strangely'; said they wero gi->ing to drive 
him through tilt; iitreets naked ; took him 
out for a walk about the iL'th or MtliOct. 
to Beacon Hill, but he would not go and 
acted very na.sty; ho wanted to go to 
town; he hailed hlr. Douglas and got into 
his trap and was driven back to his house; 
he did not want to go into tho house be- 
cause they wero going to kill h.im; in the 
afteriMuii ho quieted down hut would not 
take anything to oat ; he ke]il trying to 
climb tho wall; took him afterwards to 
Chemainus by Dr. Davie's orders; ho acted 
just as strangely there; everybody's opin- 
ion and witness' also was that ho was not 
right in Iiis mind. 

Cross examined by Mr. .Jackson — Did 
not stay there long; .-\skew turned him 
out; tokl Askew that Dr. Davie liad sent 
him up to takj caro of Royuolds; tiiought 
it WPS !!> Aiitr'i'it tli!\i aaid In'i nf»ph<>"' 
h.ad robbed him of $10,000; did not know 
how many times Batchelor was over after 
his discharge; they ibd not appear 
to bo on friendly terms; ronieniber Mr. 
Nesbitt and otln.'rs calling mi .\lr. Rey- 
nolds; did not listen to what was said; 
Iloynolds did nut drink nuy while wit- 
ness was with him, 'was not taking many 
sleeping drafts at that time; the sleeping 
dr.ift was a prescription of Dr. Trimble's, 
Samuel K. King, s^voru -— \N'aa deliver- 
ing bread in 1878; loft bread at Mr. Roy- 
nuhls' at tliat time; had noticed Reynolds 
trying to get over the gate which was 
locked and Mrs. Alitchell asked witness 
to help lier; spoke to Reynolds but he 
would not go into tho house; said they 
wanted to kill hiniandthero were springs in 
the floor; talked about getting soldiers 
from Esquimau to protect him; would not 
converse; said he hadaliolo in his neck; at 
times ho seemed to bo quite insane, 

Henry Saunders, sworn — Was in Rey- 
nold's employ about ,%ovon years; ho com- 
nionccd to get unwell in July, 1878; 
Batchelor was discharged in July; called 
upon i-leyiiolds beforo ho went to Che- 
mainus with a clerk of tho navy yard to 
get a voucher signed by Reynolds; ho was 
not able to do it; ho made all sorts of un- 
intelligible signs; ho thought tho man wa3 
crazy; saw him about throe or four days 
after m the yard with lujtliing but his 
shirt on; this was between 11 and 12 
o'clock in the day; he said ho was afraid 
of going into tho hou.so; tho Jews were 
waiting f(u" him; had not soon Mr. Rej'- 
nolds from that time till this morning. 

Mr, T, Davie now put in the bill of 
complaint filed on the 23rd Nov,, 1878, 
by Mr, i'lL-y Hold's next friend, Holmes, 
against Job Batdiebn'. Defendant was 
bookl^eeper t(j Ri.-ynolds and was very ex- 
travagant in his living and had taken 
moneys of plaintiff tind had not accounted 
for it. Ho had never accounted for these 
moneys. Plaintiff was taken ill and ap- 
pointed A. Holmes to carry on his busi- 
ness, Dofend.'iiu would not give an ac- 
count of the moneys, .-V note was given 
to defendant for a .sum of nionoy. Sud- 
denly inlluonccd and taken unawares ho 
signed an agreement to transfer all his 
property to defendaht in consideration of 
getting 8100 per iiion'.h, Dofeiidaiit did 
not tell Rcynohls thai tliu firo|iorty was 
disiiosed of in such a way, Tlu-ru are 
bo-iks in the possession of di-leiidant that 
would show that his business was prosper- 
ous. Then followed a description of the 
trouble which arose from tho attempt of 
defendant to gain possession of the butcli- 
er sho[)s ill Victoria, 

The order of iMr. Justicu Crea.so was 
then road dated 13th December, 1878, 

The api)oiiitnient of A. Holmes was 
read upon which an injunction M'as t;rant- 
eil. This document set forth that two pro- 
missory notes wore given by Reynolds to 
Batchelor in consideration of Reynolds 
not being exposed as 111, it was not his 
name, Afterward,s all Reynolds possess- 
ed was transferred and he was to get .$100 
a month during life, 

.-Viinthor affidavit, dated 23rd Jul}-, 
1878, from James Douglas, stating that 
Reynolds' nephew was constantly trj'ing 
to get his business away from him, an(l 
had boon robbing him and wanted to turn 
him on the streets without a shirt to his 
back. 

.•V letter from Reynolds to Batchelor, 
stating' how Batchelor Inul beliaved since 
his arrival; had noticed the way in whicli 
Batchelor had been carrying on; know 
what his designs were with regard to his 
property. A dismissal of Batchelor by 
Reynolds shown. 

An afiidavit from Mr. T. Davie, giving 
an account of a conversation that had oc- 
curred at Mr. Reynolds' residence. Ad- 
vised him to consult Mr. Robertson on 
tho matter. 

Sevenil other affidavits wore road with 
reference to Reynolds' business matters. 

Another ono written by Eli Harrison, 
jr., was road, purporting to be a recon- 
ciliation between Batchelor and Reynolds, 
and a revocation of tho power of attorney 
given to A. Holmes and A. P. Ritliet ; 
tiTiiisferring tho power of attorney to Job 
ly.\ ;;holor and giving him full power to 
tut for Reynolds in every respect. 

Affidavit by Dr. Trimble, 9th December 
1878, describing tho condition of Rey- 
nolds at that time and that he was per- 
fectly caoablo of conducting his business. 
Also, ono from Dr. Davie, which coin- 
cided with the cvidiinco wliich ho had just 
given, 

i\lr, T, Davie reinarked that Roynolda 
was crazy at 9, covtain time, and then 
again afiorwarda. He thought it very 
strange that ho should have a lucid inter- 
val when all the papers were signed and 
then suddenly got crazy again. 



■Mr. IMitchoU's aflidavit corresponded 
with the evidence given. 

The Chief Justice remarked that there 
w,as one discrepancy in tho evidence 
whicli referred to Reynolds st.iting that 
Mr. Davie had never acted for him and 
still Mr. Davie had recommended Rey- 
nolds to Mr. Robertson. 

Mr. Jackson, for tho defence, referred 
to tho defendant being in Reynolds' ser- 
vice for a long time and no trnuble Jiad 
arisen; on tho 4th of June, 1878, defend- 
ant told his uncle that he was about to bo 
married and $240 wero given him. On 
tho_17th July tlio letter was written to 
Batchelor that had been read by tho other 
side. Onanothoroccasioii ho got$220 nioro; 
then a promissory note for ^80.17. After 
this the uncle was supposed to he insane. 
Letters were then read which passed be- 
tween them shortly afterwards with refer- 
cnco to talking over business matters. 
Tho learned counsel contended that they 
wero not tho letters of a crazy man. 

Tho Chief Justice said no; he was only 
commencing to be unwell and subject to 
halluoinations at that time. 

Mr. Jackson continued his remarks. In 
July $188."), SO was due to Batoholor. He 
then referred to tho interview between 
the idainlid'and Mr.Nosbitt and others on 
tlie 4th September, 1878, when it was de- 
cided that Reynolds should rocoivo $100 
per month out of tlie business for life and 
n residence at his house across James Bay 
and that tho business should bo transfer- 
red to Batchelor. Plaintiff afterwards 
went to Chemainus and when ho returned 
the learned couii.sol would show that 
everything was conducted in a regular 
w.ay. 

Air. T.Davie con teudod that everything 
had been taken from the man and nothing 
given in roturn. 

The Chief Justice said that tho defend- 
ant's allidavits could not bo put in as evi- 
dence unless tho witnesses wero subjected 
to eross-examinatioii. The other side had 
Hubjected their witnesses to cross-oxaniin- 
ation and JMr. Jackson muHt do tho saino. 
Tho matter liad been beforo tho court for 
soino time and the other side should have 
an op[)ortiinity of re[)lying. If affidavits 
were read the per.sou giving tho affidavit 
must bo subjected to eross-oxaiiiination. 

The affidavit of Georgo-Stelly was then 
road for the defence. It stated that when 
tho plaintiff was about to transfer hi,i busi- 
ness to Batchelor Stolly considered that 
defendant should pay tho plaintift' $100 
per month and have a liomo at tho houso 
on .James B.iy. 

The next affidavit was that of Job 
Batchelor. It first described tho way tho 
bnsini's.s w;h eniuhicted by Reynolds when 
ho (Batchelor) conimencedas book-koopor. 
Reynolds w-mld often take iiionoy out of 
the safe without accounting for it. Things 
got into sucli a muddle that it was ini- 
l)ossible to keep ;uiy account. Had often 
asked for $100, but could not got it. Kept 
a private account of what ho took, but did 
not enter it in the cash book. Money was 
often lianJcd Reynolds to pay for cattle 
which was not accounted for. Bhiintiff got 
North Dairy farm and spent $18,000 upon 
it. He asked Reynolds fur money and 
got angry when it was not forthcoming. 
He was often drunk and spent much 
money. Afterwards he (Batchelor) mar- 
ried and obtained some money ($210). 
Afterwards got two promissory notes. Tho 
loiter which had been read by Mr, T. 
Davie was then referred to and it w.^s sug- 
gested that it was written for Reynolds. 

The Chief Justice remarked that it road 
.very much like a genuine letter. 

Affidavit, continued — Mr. Reynolds 
was in a bad state when ho wont to Che- 
mainus. A largo amount was coming duo on 
notes and there was nothing to meet them 
with, A letter was here read to Reynolds 
from Batchelor. 

Mr. T. Davie wanted to know why 
copies of such letters had boon kept by 
tho defoudanl 1 

Tho affidavit went on testate that Rey- 
nolds was "fa.'st" and spent aRroatdcal of 
money. Watches and jewelry wore then 
mentioned as having been given him by 
Reynolds. Some of them had to bo sold 
and tho proceeds to go into the business 
and others wero kept b}- defendant in 
rornoinbranco of his uncle. Tho removal 
(jf lleyiiolds to St. Joseph's hospital and 
subsoquontly to the North Dairy farm 
where ho wont with a good supply of cloth- 
ing was next narrated. There was groat 
ditlicully in getting him to wear his clothes. 
Ho had all thai he wanted thore. It was 
acknowledged that Eli Harrison, sr., had 
said it was lucky that Reynolds had not 
been Shanghaied off to China. Had 
never refused to give Reynolds anything 
ho wanted. The catilo that had boon 
taken over wero very poor and that w<ts a 
great loss. Defendant was willing to give 
back tho business now for a reasonable 
compensation for his time. 

Several letters wero then read from 
(^■eurge Askew relative to Reynolds' busi- 
ness matters. Tliey suggested methods 
of improving them. Also urged Batchelor 
to try and make arrangements for secur- 
ing the business. 

.Vn aflidavit from Dr. Trimble was next 
read staling tho condition of Reynolds 
after his return to Victoria and expressing 
tho opinion that though weak in body ho 
was not so in mind. Ho was then often 
under the inlliionco of liquor and was also 
addicted to opium. He often spoke af- 
fectionately with regard to his nephew; 
but was in absoluto terror of some- 
body, 

Aflidavit from Dr. Matthews, who had 
viaitod Reynolds twice, stated that ho was 
only a nioiiomanic on ono subject. 

Affidavit from an attendant in St. 
Joseph's Hospital stated that Mr. Rey- 
nolds was well taken care of in that insti- 
tution and that ho had his baths under 
the instructions of Dr. Trimble. 

Tho Chief Justice thought that tho afii- 
davits adduced by tlio defendants went a 
long way to prove the insanity of Rey- 
nolds. 

The next affidavit road was from Mr. 
Drake, also on business connected v.'ith 
I\lr. Reynolds' estate, mentioning that a 
mortgage had boon given to Eli Harrison, 
senior, for $2000, also another mortgage 
for $3000 to another party and stating that 
the estate was much involved 

.A. deed of assignment was r«ad from 
Reynolds to Batchelor giving a list of his 
debts and transferring the business and 
everything connected with it for the sum 
of $2121.59 subject to outstanding debts 
amounting to more than S3G,000. 

.\ letter was read from Mr. Askew to 
Dr. Trimble describing Reynolds' condi- 
tion, tho learned counsel remarking that 
it should have boon put in sooner; .also. 
Dr. Trimble's reply. 

Further hearing of tho case was ad- 
journed till Saturday at 10 a.ni. on appli- 
cation of Mr. T. Davie.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE iVLVYOR 
:md Council of the Corpnration of 
tho City of Yigtqria, .is follows: 

I. Thoi ,'f Vietoria Eovonuo By-Law, 
1370," the "Yictorla Amendment Reven- 
ue By-Ltiw, 1870," and tho "Revenue By- 
Law,' ISSO," ate lieroby repealed. 

'J. From and after the pa.ssage uf thi.s 
By-Ijaw the j,'encral Municipal Revonuc 
of tho City shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected for tho use of tho corporation, from 
sucli .sources OS aro hereinafter provided. 

3. There shall bo raised, Icviotl and cul- 
lected in eacli year upon all tlui Real and 
Porsonitl Property ineiitioiied in tho as- 
■scssniont roll for the tiiiiu being in forco 
in the. Oily ;in oqiial rate of cight-teutha 
of one per cent, ou the ;tsSL'S.sed value 
tliereof as api)ears by the said roll. 

■I. Tlio aforesaid ta.xcs shall bo duo and 
payable by thu person or persoihs liable 
for tho same to the collector of tlie Miini- 
eiiittl Council at hi.s olhco in tho City 
Council Chaiiiber.s, Yictoria, on tho lirat 
day of Juno ia each year. 

5. Every person using any uf the trades,

7. Tlio annual tuxes mentioned and 
.luthorized to be assessed, levied and col- 
lected by the Jlunicipal Council of tho 
City of Victoria and by virtue of the 
"Victoria Road Ta.x By-Law, 1877,'' and 
tho " Victoria U(jad Tax Amendnieiil 
By-Law, 1877," and tho "Road Ta.\ 
Amendment By-Law, 1S81" aliall form 
part of tho gonoral iVIunicipal Revenue 
aforesaid nnd shall be levied and assos.sed 
in addition to nil other rates nnd taxes.
